INDIA’S DAVIS CUP 
DILEMMA 


Practically Barred By 
Unforeseen Difficulty 
In New Rules. 


London, June 3.

Farther obstacles conifronted 
the filer when the Soviet authorl- 
ties’ refused to grant him permis- 
sion to fly via Yakutsk, his Dees 
route being farther south as 
“short cut.” 
Lieut. Mattern, planned to fly 
round tho world in about six days, 
hoping to beat'the time of 8 days, 
16 hours, 61 minutes set in 1981 
by Wiley Post and Frank Gatty.
